Therefore, Frieads had need to look to 
it, what ſpirits they receive, ' and how they 
receive them; and to try, and examine 
them well, and not be uncertain, and eaſie, 
and running after every ſpirit that bears 
the /imilitude of Truth, For, the time is 
now, that Satan himſelf us transformed into 
an Angel of Light - and he knowes 1t 18 too 
late for him to think to extey into the flock, 
and devour :t, by that Which 1s in oppoſition 
to Truth, or that is not in ſound words ; 
nay, he hath tried thes already, and it will 
not do; he muſt now work in a Yyſtery , 
and a Myſtery muſt do it, if ever it be done; 
and this he knowes, and therefore he works 
in a Myſtery ; the Myſtery of Imquity, for 
ſo 18 its bottom, and fo is its end, and ſo 
18 its nature, and ſo 1s its work ; and he 1s 
ſuffered /o todo, to try the Eleft, and to 
ſweep away thoſe who have pleaſure in #un- 
righteouſneſs, on Whom the Lord hath long 


waited 
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waited, and in whom b# Seed hath ſuffer- 
ed, and they have made merry whilſt it 
hath been #nder,and have been waztox,and 
proud, and careleſs, and earthly, and buſie- 
bod1es, and many maſters, and haughty, and 
envious, and haters, and whiſperers, and 
backbiters, and ſowers of evil Seed, (the De- 
vils husbandmen) and evil ſurmiſers, and 
railers, and falſe accuſers , and all them 
Who are not obedient to the Truth in the day 
of God, For, as the Eleft is come, and the 
Lord hath brought it forth, ſo it muſt be 
made fanifelt ; therefore * muſt be ried, 
and that 1s high above all ; yea, the higheſt 
that can be, the Eleft. So the Myſtery of 
Inquity that comes to try zt, that muſt be 
th2 higheſt that ever was, and in the neareſt 
fimilicude ; thatit may appear, that there 
1s yet that which is higher than it, that can- 
not be decerved, There muſt be Hereſres, 
that thoſe that are approved may be made ma- 
mifeſt ; and all «ſtable ſpirits,that are ſhore 
of the Elett, yet keep not to the Elett, that 
are from zt, that have been »eg/igent and 
careleſs in the day of their viſitation ; and 
have ſuffered the weeds to grow again over 
them, and have been drinkzng in every Wa- 
ter, and all puddle that comes, and have 
been led away With every deceivablenels, 

I 2 may 
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may alſo be made manifeſt. Thoſe who 
have not kept to their watch, have not 
hearkened to the warmnps of the Loyd, but 
have riſen againſt zt, and joyned With the 
thief, and the murderer, in the day of the 
Lords witneſs, to grieve the ſoul of the 
righteous, and ſtop down the Teſtimony of 
God(if it were poſſible) which yer *twas not 
poſſible for them to do, for it was of God. I 
ſay, the Lord hath ſuffered, and will ſuffer, 
and doth ſuffer thele things to be for thzs 
end and' purpoſe, that the ſtability may be 
zade manifelt ; who are fixt on him who 
1s the ſtability of tymes, and alſo the others ; 
and ow how are they made manifeſt ; and 
how do they toſs , and reel, and fret, and 
riſe, and evil ſurmiſe, and evil ſpeak, and 
backbite, & hate, and how are the Garments 
of many unkept;and how doth their naked- 
neſs appear, and how is their ſhame ſeen ! 
For Friends, it 1s but a marrow path to 
walk in, a little turning afide, a little 
oft the watch, a little /ooking ont, a lit- 
tle mudled, and a man 1s gone ; the enemy 
claps in upon him, who watcheth his ad- 
vantage with his deceivableneſs; and then

cervable, ſpake often ; and he ſpake not in 
vain ; that is to ſay, that there was not 
oround for what he ſaid, Watch ; What I 
ſay to one, I ſay to all, watch. Take heed, 
lelt at any time your hearts be overcharged 
with ſurferting and drunkenneſs, and the 
cares of this Life, and that day come upon yon 
unawares ; for as a ſnare it "it ſhall come on | 
the Inhabitants of the earth. And, Watch, 
leſt coming ſuddenly he find ye ſleeping ; with 
much more of that natare, of which I have 
* other-where ſpoken 

more at large, in the *See Eprſt, of Love 
the CMovings of the Pag.

I ſay,theſe things comes to paſs through 
ot watching , through ot waiting , 
through careleſneſs, through pride, through 
recerving mixt ſpirits, through zot trying of 
ſpirits, through not abiding in that which 
tries the [pirits, For alas, how can that man 
but be deceived in ſuch an hour, wherein 
the Myſtery of Iniquity worketh ; the Man 
of Sin, the Son of Perdition, that Wicked, 
with all Power, and Signes, and /jing 
Weonders, and with all deceivableneſs of 
unrighteouſneſs, in them that periſh, ( and 
1s ſuffered ſo to do, for the tryal, and ma- 
LI king 
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Ling manifeſt of chat which cannot be de- 
cerved ) who is not With that which can- 
not be deceived ; Many falſe Chriſts (ſaith 
he) ſhall ariſe, and falſe Prophets, an ſhall 
decerve many , yea, if it were poſſible,the ve- 
ry Eleft , then that which is not in the ve- 
ry El:#, how can it b#t be deceived ; eſpe- 
cially where the exemzy hath wrought be- 
fore in hz deceivableneſs, and prepared a 
place for bis Myſtery, his falſe Chriſt, and 
falſe Propnet, his Sox of Perditton, his Man 
1 S:e,that Wickgd,to work,and to receive 
1. 

Therefore Friends, as I have aid, it 
concerns you nearly to mind theſe things ; 
and not to be foo/iſh, and brutle,and fagger- 
ing,and wnſceing the things that belong un- 
to your peace, and rifing againſt thex that 
Go ; for here will be the miſery of it, 
(though to ſuch you cauſe ſuffering for the 
Seeds ſake in yow, Which by ſuch things 
ſuffers ; and for ther love to you, yet ) the 
worſt on't yoxu'l have in the ead ; and if the 
mercy of the Lord yet prevent yor, toat ye

Therefore in 
the Bowels of Love for the Seeds ſake in 
you all, I beſeech you mind, and conſider, 
for theſe are »0 jeſting things, nor is the 
hour little. Eternity depends upon it, 
ſhould ye be cut off, and ye will loſe your 
glory, and your renown will dye away, and 
all that ye have done and ſuffered for the 
Truth will be /ofF, and you will be caſt out 
to the loathing of your perſons ; yea, though 
Je were as the ſigner on God's right hand, 
yet he will pull you thence, and none of the 
righteouſneſs that ye have done ſhall be re- 
membred ; but in the /- that ye have ſ#- 
ned, and in the 1wmqwity that ye have commut- 
ted, ye ſhall die.

Friends, it 1s. 2 daugerows thing to let 
your enemy into your Treaſury, though he 
come to viſit you, or ſend his Ambaſladors 
to viſit yon, as in kindyeſs,after the recove- 
ry of your ficknels,as was the Caſe of Heae- 
kiah, Which was a figure : For, then the 
Eneny Will get your Treaſury, & weaT your 
Treaſure, and make uſe of zt to deceive 
others as well as you ; and to diſcern that 
with which you were, whillt you gained it, 

Every good man,whiltt he is ſo, (working 
the work of God, doing, ſuffering, exerciſed 
in the Trath ) comes to knowledge, to ex- 
perience, hath a Treaſury of all that he hath 
done and known within him. A good man 
out of the good Treaſury of his heart, bringeth 
forth good things, And, Let your Treaſure 
ben Heaven ;, for, where your Trealure ts, 
there will your hearts be alſo, There is ſome- 
thing that he layes up, that is a Remem- 
brance for him 1n the time to come. Now 
waen the ezemy, by any deceivableneſs 
ihall get iz: you, and make uſe of you 
for his ends, he will come forth not in his 
own hue, and #oly ſhape ( then he knows 
he thall be ſeen ) but cloathed with you ; 
w:th 
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with what once you had in a tre feeling of 
God, which whilſt you were ſo, you hada 
place with his Choſez ; and with thzs, and 
under chzs will he ſeek to enter into ſuch 4- 
gain 3 and ſo to deceive 3 who 1s the mur- 
derer ; and if ſuch who had once a ſenſe of 
you in the /1ving, or, who look to outward 
things,to the c/orhing, the good words, and 
are not oz their watch , be not very vigi- 
lant ; in he will get by 1h again, and 
ſo deceive you ; and when he # in, *twill 
be hard having him out for the Reaſons a- 
forelaid. 

And if avy man hath been wore eminent 
than another in Truth, or ſuffering for the 
Truth ; with ſuch will he be dealing moſt, 
if ſo be into ſ#ch he can enter, and by any 
means deceive; and if he can ſo enter, and 
can ſo deceive any one who hath been ſo 
eminent for the T7ath ; look by how much 
that man hath been eminent in the Trath, 
and thereby, or by ſufferings, hath a place 
in fr:ends, by ſo much the more is the dan- 
ger ; and by ſo much the wore is the zeal 
of the Lord againſt him in that man, in 
Whom he is /o entred ; fo that zt will not 
ſpare him, no not for a moment , nor can it 
have any truce with hm; but as now the 


Dewil is mounted in hz Myftery in his Sor 
of 
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of Perdition, ſo he that is come to deſire 
the works of the Dewil, the Spn of Pordiiais 
will be at him, and uncover hixe, and un- 
mask him, and pluck off his Hood, hs Vi- 
zor,and ſhew him what he 1s, the fowl! face 
under the goodly paint;the ravening Wolf un- 
der the ſheeps cloathing,the Son of Perdition 
under the /imlitude of the Son of God ; and 
it will deſtroy h:»,, not cocker hiys ; it will 
conſume him, not ſmooth him up EF For, 
now its come roit, Life and Life, Viftory 
and Vittory, Death and Death ; the /aft en- 
counter, Which is erernal ; and bere in- 
. deed is the ſharp engage ment , and the! 
quick work, which admits of no reconcilia- 
tion; one caxaot live but in the death of 
the other. And a moment doth it ( as it 
were) the twinkling of an eye,zt's on a ſud- 
den, in a moment, ere a man can think ; ſo 
comes deceivablencſs, ſo comes that which 
ancovers, Which deſircys, which reveals, 
which conſumes zt ; «t cannot be born, it 
mutt not de born,becauſe of the danger; it's 
the precio Life that's hunted after,he is in 
a hood to murder,and it is the laft hour. He 
tnat 18 greater than all ,Whe 1s over all, who 
1s more Vioilant to ſave than the Enemy 1s 
to deſtroy ; who though h2 ſuffer the hour, 
yet wall be above the hour for his Seeds 
ſake ; 
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ſake ; who holds the Balance, who orders 
the Battel ; the Lord of hoſts muſters the 
hoſts of the Battel, The King of glory who 
#5 come, immortal, eternal, the Son of God, 
who mult re:gz for ever &ever;who 18 come 
to reign for ever & ever,and to take to him- 
ſelf the Kingdom, and will have it ſo; who 
1s wore able to ſave, than the Sor of Per- 
dition to deſtroy, Ir's the great Battel of 
the Lord God Almighty. 

Therefore Friends, be ye all till and 
quiet where 2e ſee ſuch things are, and be 
not haſty in ;u4g:zp, or in 71/ing up againit 
that,which comes torth to judg ſuch ſpirits 
nor limit the Lord to your Methods, nor te 
him to your times,or your Wills, or the will 
or wethod of any man; for the Lord will not

Hence 1t came to palle that the Spirit of 
the Lord in Paul, would not bear with 
Peter, hut withſtood him to the face, and 
wrote to another Charch of it ; for that he 
deſerved to be blamed. What was the 
Reaſon ? Why, Peter Was a Chief among 
the Apoſtles, and was the Minſter of the 
Circumciſion ; and the eremy being got in- 
to Peter, Pay! knew, ( or the Spirit of the 
Lord in Paxl) what work the enemy would 
make, and where he would be preſently, 
even among them to Whom Peter had mi- 
niſtred ; and it ſo came to paſs, that ma- 
ny of the Fews were carried away,and Bar- 
»abas alſo, with the ſame di _—_ 
There- 
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Therefore the Spirit of the Lord in Pas up- 
on ſuch an occaſion was quick at the Exe- 
my, Which was got into Peter, and with- 
ftood him to the face, 

And ſo, when the Dewi got into Petey, 
and ſaid in hm, to Chriſt, Be it far from the 
Lord, this ſhall not be unto th:e ;, when he 
was going to Teruſalem to ſuffer, and as be 
went was telling chem of his ſufferings, and 
that they ſhould put him to death, Get thee 
behind me Satan (ſaid he ) thoa art an of- 
fence unto me , for thon ſavonreſt not the 
things of God, but the things that be of men. 
For, as the Dew1i/in the Scrives and Phari. 
ſees ſought to put him to Death, fo he 
wrought in Him, and in Peter, if ſob he 
might keep h:m from being williag to die ; 
and ſo he had done hz work. But, He be- 
eame obedient to Death, ( for he was to die, 
and ſo todo the will of Gotl, which was the 
willof God ) even the death of the Croſs; 
therefore God highly exalted him, and gave 
him a Name above every Name : That at 
the Name of Jeſus every knee ſhould bow, and 
tongue confeſs ; of things in the earth, aud 
_ the earth, And by death he overcame 
him who had the power of death, which was 
the Devil. And therefore ſaid bt, 7 have 4 
Baptiſm wherewith I art to be Baptized, _ 
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Oh how amt I ftraitned tilt it be rerompliſhed! 
Be it far from the Lord, this ſhall not be unto 
this (ſaid Peter) One would have thought 
it to be but a r&#der word, who looked out) 
Get thee behind me Satan, The Devil was 
int, and hs end as before; therefore Le 
made quick work with the Dewi/, who 
would have made quick work with him. 
And ſo Korah, Darhan, and eAbiram, 
and the 250 Princes of the Congregation, 
who gathered themſelves together againſt 
Moſes and againſt Aaron, and faid unto 
them, Tom take too #uch upon you, ſeeing all 
the Congregation are holy every one of them, 
and the Lord ts among them; wherefore then 
lift ye up your ſelves above the © ongregation 
of the Lord > Moſes was quick with them, 
Even to morrow ( ſaid he to Korah and all 
his company ) the Lord will ſkew who are 
bis, and why ts holy, and will cauſe himto 
come near into him ; even hins whom he hath 
choſen, will he cauſe to come near unto him, 
And he ſpake unto the Congregation, ſaying, 
Depart I pray you, from the Tents of theſe 
wicked men, and touch nothing of theirs, leſt 


ye be conſumed in all their ſins, — And, — 


Hereby ye ſhall know that the Lord hath ſent 
me to do all theſe works; for 1 have not done 


them of mine own mind. If theſe men die the 
Come 
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common death of all men ;' or, if they be viſit 
ed after the viſitation of all men, then the 
Lord hath not ſent me : But if the Lord make 
a new thing,and the earth open her mouth, and 
ſwallow them up, with all that appertain unto 
them, and they go down quick into the Pit, 
then ye ſhall underſtand that theſe men have 
provoked the Lord, — Here was quick, work 
.— And ut came to paſs as he had made an 
end of ſpeaking all theſe words,that the ground 
clave aſnnder, that was under them, and the 
carth opeaed her mouth, and ſwallowed them 
up, and their houſes, and all the men that ap- 
pertained to Korah, and all ther goods ; They 
and all that appertained to them, went down a- 
[rve into the Pit ; And the Earth cloſed up- 
on them, aud they periſhed from among the 
'& ongregation : and all Iſrael that were round 
about them ſled at the cry of them; for they 
ſaid, Leſt the earth ſwallow 1 up alſo, And 
there came out a fire from the, Lord, and con- 
ſumed the two buadred and fifty men that of- 
fered [ncenſe, — Now with an eye that 
looks out, oe would think it hard, that for 

ſach an oftence .( a ſmall one, as one {0 

might judge, in compariſon of the judge- 

ment that followed) a few words ſo ſpo- 

ken, and ſuch words as to Moſes and Aa- 

ron ( as afoxeſaid) ſuch a ſore and mu 
| | han 
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hand ſhould be turned on them, as hath 
been rehearſed ; the Earthopen her mouth, 
and preſently too, and ſwallow them up, and 
all they had, and that appertained to them : 
and the Fire come down from the Lord, 
and coniume them, One might think,could 
they not have bzen told privately of this 
matter, and reproved, and ſo have let the 
matter to have paſſed, feeing they Were 
eminent Men, Levites ( who minifired be- 
fore the Lord) and Princes, Princes of the 
Congregation, and to have borne the thing 
eſpecially,ſeeing that the Congregation was 
holy, and the Lord in the midſt, as he Was 
with the Congregation - and this might be 
bur a wſtake ; or ſome Temptation that 
might ger over them ; or matter of Emula» 
tion, and ſo might the eaſter be paſled by, 
and covered. No, the matter was of ano- 
ther nature ; they being Eminent, Levites, 
Princes of the Congregation 5 and having 
thereby an /nfluexce upon the Congregation 
this Spirit being got up in them ; the whole 
Congregation,on which they had influence, 
and in whom they had place, was like to be 
endangered,and the thing to have run tho- 
row themall ; and ſo they were in danger 
to have been deſtroyed. Therefore the 
Spirit of the Lord in Moſes was quick, which 
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faw this, and the Wrath of the Lord which 
was moving, and Which would have de. 
ftroyed them ; and the Lord was quick, Se- 
parate your ſelves (ſaid the Lord to Moſes 
and Aaron) from among thus Congregation, 
that I may conſume them in a moment : And 
they fell oa their faces, and ſaid, O G ad, the 
God of the ſpirits of all fleſh, ſhall one Man 
fin, and wilt thou be wroth with all the Con- 
gregation ? And the Lord [pake unto Moles, 
ſaying, Speak, unto the Congregation, ſaying, 
Get ye up from about the Tabernacles of Ko- 
1ah, Dathan, and Abiram., And how far 
ther Spirit Was got into the Congregation - 
and ſo what need there was of this quick, 
and dre:dful, and manifeſt Judgment, ap- 
pears in that ( notwithſtanding, the Fadg- 
zent Was ſo eminent,and ſoqwick,and from 
the Lord; and according as Moſes had ſaid, 
that , Even to morrow the Lord will ſhew who 
are his, and who # holy ; and will cauſe him 
to come near unto him, &c, And it ſo came 
to pals as Moſes had ſaid: and the Lord 
thereby had ſhewed (as ſaid Moſes )who are 
hzs, and who zs holy ; and did cauie him to 
draw ear him: yea, and that afloon as 
Moſes had done ſpeaking the Words of the 
Judgment, the Judgment came as aforeſaid. 
Yet) a the morrow all the ts b 
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the Children of Iſrael murmured againſt Mo- 
{es, and againſt Aaron, ſang,” II Ye have 
killed the People of the Lord— | Inſomuch 
that the Lord 1a1d the ſecond time unto Mo- 
ſes.and Aaron, Get ye up from anon t hes 
Congregation, that Imay conſume them as 11 
a moment : and they fell on their faces. And 
Moles ſaid unto Aaron, Take aCenſer, and 
put fire therein from off the Altar, and put on 
Incenſe , and go quickly into the Congregati- 
0n,a%d make an Atenement for them: for there 
# Wrath gone out from the Lord ; the Plague 
25 begun, And Aaron took a: Moles com- 
manded, and ran wito the midſt of the 
Congregation ; and behold the Plague was be- 
gun among the People - and he pur 03 Incenſe, 
and made an A:ouement for the People ; and 
be ſtood between the dead, and the living, and 
the Plague was ſtaid, Now they that ated in 
the plague were Fourteen thouſand, and Se- 
ven hundred, beſides them that died about the 


matier of Korah : Ard Aaron returned #1- 


to Moſes unto the door of the T abernacle of 
the Congregation, and the Plague was ſtaid. 
So that nothing leſs than this could have 
been to ſave .the Congregation ; tor the 
matter Was grown high, and had took zts 
r00t before © appeared : and Moſes ſaw its 
root ; and hedaid unto Korab, Hear 1 pray 

K 2 yon, 
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you, ye Sons of Levi, ſeemeth it a ſmall thing 
unto you, that the God of Iſrael hath ſepara- 
ted you from the Congregation of Iſrael, to 
briag you near to himſeif, to do the Service of 
the 1 abernacle of the Lord, and to ſland-be- 
Fore the Congregation, to miniſter unto them ; 
and be hath broaght thee near to him, and all 
thy Brethrez, the S$2:s of Levi, with thee 
and ſeek ye the Prieſihood alſo : For which 
caaſe both thou, and all thy company are ga- 
rhered together againſt the Lord : and what ts 
Aron that ye murmur againſt him? And 
Moſes feat to call Dathan, and Abiram, the 
Sons of Eliab, which ſaid , We will not come 
rp: Is it a ſmallthing unto us, that thou haſt 
bronght us up out of a Land that floweth with 
milk and hozey, to kill us 11: the Wilderneſs, 
except thou make thy ſelf altogether a Prince 
over us ? Morewver, thou halt not brought us 
into a Land that floweth with with and honey; 
or grven 5 inheritance of fields and Vineyards: 
wilt thou pat out the eyes of theſe men ? we 
will not come up. And Moſes was very wroth, 
and ſaid unto the Lord, Reſpett not thou their 
Off: ring; I have not taken an Aſſe from them : 
either have 1 þi«rt oze of them, And Mo- 
ſes ſaid unto Koran, Be thou,and all th Y COm- 
pany before the Lord, thon, and they,and Aa- 
10n to morrow ; and take every man bis Cen- 

er, 
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cer, and put Incenſe in them, and bring ye be- 
fore the Lord every man his Cenſer, two bun- 
dred and fifty Cenſers ; thou alſo, and Aaron 
each of you his Cenſer ; and they took every 
man hu Cenſer, and put fire in them, and laid 
entenſe thereon ; and ſtood in the door of the 
Tabernacle of the Congregation with Moſes 
and Aaron : and Korah gathered all the Con- 
gregation againſt them, unto the door of the 
Tabernacle of the Congregation ; and the Glo- 
ry of the Lord appeared unto all the Congre- 
gation : And the Lord ſpake unto Moſes and 
to Aaron, ſaying, Separate your ſelves from 
among thus Congregation, that I may conſume 
them in a moment, &c. as aforeſaid. 

Now Friexds, theſe things were Frgures 
in the Oztward, of that Which 1s trae in 
the [nward, which anſwers thzreunto, as 
the Body to the Shadow ; and the Subſtance 

to the Type : And theſe things were our Ex- 
amples (\aid Paul to the Corinthians of the 
ews that murmured ) to the intent that we 
ſhould not Iuſt after evil things,as they alſo luſ- 
ted ; neither be ye Jdolaters as were ſome of 
them, as it is written, The people ſate down to 
eate aud drink, and roſe up to play : neither 
let us commit formcation,as ſome of them com- 
mitted, and. fell in one day three and twenty 
thouſand : neither let us tempt Chriſt as ſome 
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of them alſo tempted, and were deſtroyed of 


Serpents : neither murmur ye 4s ſome of them 
alſo murmured, and 'were deſtroyed of the De- 
ftroyer, Now all theſe things hapned nuto 
them for Enſamples ; and they are written 
for or admonition, upon whom the ends of the 
world are come : Wherefore let him that thin- 
keth he fraudeth, rake heed leſt he fall. 

And ſoas to the Caif ; Moſes was in the 
Mount, receiving the /1vely Oracles from 
God , and whilſt he tarryed,ſa:d the People 
to eAaror, Up, make us gods that ſhall go be< 
fore us ; for as for this Moſes, the man that 
brogght us out of the Land of Egypt, we 
wot not what is become of him, And Aaron 
ſaid unto them, Break off the golden ear-rings 
which are iathe ears of your Wives, ' of your 
Sons, and of your Danghters ( now theſe 
were the things they brought our of E apt, 
waich the Epiptians eave them when they 
came out of Zpypr; and rbey robbed the 
Egyptians ) and-bring them unto me: and 
all the people broke off the golden ear-rings 
which were i their eares, and brought them 
to Aaron ; and he reeerved them at their hand, 
and faſhioned it with a praving toole, after 
he had made it a molten Calf : and they (aid, 
Theſe are thy gods,O [ſ[rael,that brought thee 
out of the Land of Egypt. And when g's 
aw 
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ſaw it, he built an Altar beforeit, andmade 
proclamation, and ſaid, Tos morrow ts a feaſt 
unto the Lord : And they roſe np early onthe 
morrow,and offred Burnt-offrings,and bronght 
Peace-offrings ; and the people ſate. down to 
eate and to drink, and' roſe up toplay. Aud 
the Lord faid unto Moſes, Get thee down, for 
thy People which theu broughteſt out of tbe 
Land f Egypt, have corrupted themſelves , 
they have twrned aſide quickly out of the Way 
that I commanded them; they have made them 
a wolten calf ,and have worſhipped it aud have 
ſacrificed therennto ; 'and ſard, Theſe be thy 
gods, O Iſrael, which brought thee. out of the 
Land of Egypt. And the Lord ſaid unto 
Moſes, I have ſeen this People, and behold 
i #5 4 ſtiff-necked people ; now therefore” let 
me alone that my Wrath may wax hot againſt 
them, and that I may conſrme them; and 1 
will make of thee a great nation, And Mo- 
ſes beſought the Lord his God, and ſaid: Lord, 
Why doth thy wrath wax hot againſt thy peo- 
ple, which thon haſt brought 'forth'ont of the 
Land of Egypt, wthgreat power, and with a 
mphty hand ? wherefore ſhould the Egyptians 
ſpeak, and ſay, For miſchief did he bring 
them out to ſlay them in the mountains , an 

to conſume them from the face of the earth? 


Turn from thy fierce wrath, and repent of this 
K 4. . evil 
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evil againſt thy people : remember Abraham, 
and 1iaac, and Iſrael thy ſervants, to whom 
thou ſweareſt by thy own ſelf, and ſaidſt unto 
them, J will muluply your ſeed as the Stars of 
heaven ; and all this Land that I have ſpoken 
of will I give unto your ſeed, and they ſhall 
enherit it for ever : And the Lord repented of 
the evil which he thought todo unto his people, 
And Moſes turned, axd went down from the 
Mount; and the two Tables of the Teſtimony 
were ww his hand ; the Tables were wruten 
on bath their fedes ; on the one fide, aud on th: 
other were they written : and the T ables were 
the work of God; and the writing was the 
writing of God' graven upon the T ables, And 
when Joſhua Ga the noiſe of the people as 
they (ſhouted, he ſaid unto Moſes, There 1s 4 
noſe of war in the Camp: and he ſaid, It is 
not the voice of them that ſhout for maſtery ; 
neither 1s it the voice of them that cry for be- 
;ng overcome ; but the noiſe of them that ſing 
do 1 hear. Aud it came to paſs, that aſſoon as 
he came mgh to the Camp, that be ſaw the 
Calf, and the Dancing ; aud Moſes anger 
waxed hot, and he caſt the Tables out of his 
hand,and brake them beneath the Mount: and 
he took, the Calf which they had made, and 
burat 1t 11 the fire, and ground u to powder, 
and }irewed it upon the water, and made the 
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Children of Iſrael drink of it. And Moſes 
ſaid unto Aaron, What did theſe people do un- 
| ro thee, that thou haſt brought ſo great a ſin 
upon them ? And Aaron ſaid, Let not the an- 
ger of my Lord wax hot ; thon knoweſt the 
people that they are ſet on miſchief ; for they 
ſaid unto me, Make us gods which ſhall go be- 
fore us ; for as for this Moſes the man that 
brought 14 up out of the Land of Egypt, we 
wot not what 1s become of him, And I ſaid 
unto them, Whoſoever hath any gold, let them 
break. it off ; ſo they gave it me, and I caſt 
it into the fire, and there came out this Calf. 
And when Moſes ſaw that the people were na- 
ked ( for Aaron had made x a8. naked unto 
ther ſhame, among their enemies ) then Mo- 
ſes flood in the gate of the Camp, and ſaid, 
Who ts onthe Lord's fide ? let him come unto 
me: and all the Sons of Levi gathered them- 
ſelves together unto him, and he ſaid unto 
them, T hw ſaith the Lord God of Iſrael, 
Put every man his Sword by hes ſide, and po 
1; aud out from gate to pate throughout Fe 
Camp, and ſlay every man his Brother, and 
every man his Companion, and every M41 his 
Neighbour ; and the Children of Levi did 
according to the word of Moſes : and there 
fell of the People in that day, about Three + 
thouſand men : for Moſes had ſaid, Conſe-

crate your ſelves to day unto the Lord, even 
every man upon his ſon, and upon his brother , 
that he may beftow upon you a bleſſing this 
day. And it came to paſs on the morrow that 
Moſes ſaid unto the people, Ye have” ſinned a 
great ſi, and now I will po up untothe Lord, 
eradventure I ſhall mak» an Atonement for 
your fin, Azxd Moles returned unto the Lord, 
and ſaid, O this people have ſinned a great fin, 
and have made them gods of gold ; yet now, if 
thou w:lt forgive their ſin, and if not, blot me 
1 pray thee out of thy Bock which"thou haſt 
written : and the Lord ſaid unto Moſes, Who- 
ſoever bath ſinned againſt me, him will I blot 
out of my Book, : Therefore now, go, lead the 
people nntothe place of which I have ſpokey 
unto thee ; behold mine Angel ſhall go before 
thee : nevertheleſs, wah» day that IT viſit, 
T will viſit their fin upon them. And the Lord 
plagued the People , becauſe they made the 
Calf which Aaron made, | 
Now theſe things alſo were written for 
our Examples, upon whom the exds of the 
world are come, and are Figures of the thing 
fhat is zow, which the Lord ſees,and is of- 
fended with, and Which hz jealoukie will 
take hold of, and hz Plague ſhall ſlay , for 
theſe are not light things before the Lord, 
but h: will vitt them, in the day that he 
will 
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will viſit their fin upon ſuch, and will 
plague them, But as for Levi, ſaith the 
| Lord of Hoſts, My Covenant was with him, 
of Life, and Peace, and 1 gave them to him, 
for the fear wherewith he feared me, and was 
afraid before my Name : The Law of Truth 
was in his mouth, and Inquity was not found 
in hss lips, he walked with me 11 peace and 
equity, and did turn many from their iquz- 
ty : For,the Prieſts lips ſhould keep knowledge, 
and they ſhould ſeek, the Law at his month ;, 
for he us the Meſſenger of the Loyd of Hoſts : 
but ye have departed out of the way ; ye have 
cauſed many to ſtumble at the Law ; ye have 
corrupted the Covenant of Levi, ſaith the 
Lord of Hoſts. And Lewi was a 'T ype of 
Chriſt ; and of Levi ſaid Moſes, Let thy 
Thummim, and thy Urim be with thy Holy 
Ore, whom thou didſs prove at Maſlah, 
and with whom thom diſt firrve at the waters 
of Meribah ; who ſaid unto hs father, and 
to his mother, I have not ſeen him ;, neuther 
d;d he acknowledge his brethren,nor knew his 
own children,for they have obſerved thy Law, 
aud hept thy Covenant: they ſhall teach Jacob 
thy Fudgments, and Iſrael thy Law , they 
ſhall put zncenſe before thee, and whole burmt- 
offrings upon thine Altar : Bleſs Lord bs 
Subſtance, aud accept the works of his hands : 
[mite 
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ſmize thorow the loins of them that riſe up a- 
gainſt him, and of them that hate him, that 
they riſe not up again, 

The ſame? may be read in Foſhua's cir- 
cumciling the Iſraelites the ſecond time, af- 
ter Moſes was dead ; and the Iſraelites were 
paſſed over fordan to poſſeſs th2 Land, and 
tie waters divided hither and thither, fo 
that they went on dry land in the midſt of 
tne Kiver, as the Red-ſea divided when 
theycame out of Egypt ( What ailed thee, 
O thou Sea, that thou fledſt ; thou Fordan, 
that thou waſt driven back, ; ye Mountains, 
that ye skapped like rams, and ye little Hills 
like lambs ? Tremble thou earth at the Pre- 
ſence of the Lord , at the preſence of the God 
of Jacob, which turned the rock, into a flan- 
ding water ; the flint into a fountain of waters : 
The Srca ſaw it, and fled, Fordan, and it, was 
drives back : The mountains chipped like 
rams, and the little hills like lambs:when Ju- 
dah was hu ſanttuary, and Iſrael his domini- 
on, when Iſrael came out of Egypt, the houſe 
of Jacob, from a people of ſtrange language.) 
I ſay after they had paſſed over Jordan, and 
the waters divided hither and thither, and 
they were come over dry-ſhod ; and the 
waters which came dow from above, ſtood and 
roſe up upon an heap very far from the City 
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that came down towards the ſea of the plain, 
eventhe Salt-ſea, failed, and were cut off ; 
and the people paſſed over right againſt Jeri- 
cho ; and the Prieſts that bear the Ark of the 
Covenant of the Lord, ſtood firm on dry ground 
in the midſt of Jordan ; and all the Iiraelites 
paſſed over on dry ground, un'il all the people 
were paſſed over Jordan. I ſay,atter allthis, 
and that thereby they knew that "the 1219 
God was amoneglt ther, and that ke woul 
without fail drive out from before them, the 
Canaarites, and the Hittites,and the Hivues, 
and the Perjzznes, and the Gergaſhites, and 
the Amorites,and the Febuſites; as the Lord 
had ſaid to them before by the hand of Joſhua; 
yet ſaid the Lord (after they were paſled 
ver, and this wonder Wrought, and this 
word fulfilled ; and the heart of the Kings 
of the Amorites, which were on the fide of 
Fordan weſtward, and of the Canaamtes which 
were, by the Sea melted, when they heard 
that the Lord had dried Hp the Waters of Jor- 
dan from before the Children of Iſrael ( for 
it was at the time of harveſt when Fordaxn 
overflowes all its banks, that the Lord did 
this) neuther was there ſpirit in them ay 
more, becauſe of the Children of 1ſrael.) I 
lay, yet ſaidthe Lord unto Jolhua, Make 
| thee 
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thee | ſharp) Knives, and circumciſe again 
the Children of Iſrael the ſecond time : and 
oſhua made him ſharp-knives, and circum- 
ciſed the Children of Iſrael at the Hill of fore- 
Shins : And this 5 the cauſe why Joſhua did 
curcumoiſe all the people that came out of Egypt 
that were Males; even all the men of war 
died in the wilderneſs by the way, after they 
came out of E 9g VP! . Now all the People that 
came out were circumciſed ; but all the people 
that were born is the Vilderneſs by the way, as 
they came forth out of Egypt, them they had 
not circumciſed : for the Children of Iſracl 
walked forty years in the wilderneſ, till all 
the people that were men of war, which came 
out of Egppt , were couſumed, becauſe they 
obeyed not the voice of the Lord ; unto whom 
the Lord (ware that he weuld not (hew them the 
Land which the Lord ſware unto their Fa- 
thers, that he would give ns, a Land that 
flowed with milk, and honey : and their Chil- 
drea whom he raiſed np 12 their flead, thew 
Jothua circumciſed. for they were unarrcum 
ciſed, becauſe they had nt circumciſed then 
by the way, Aud it came to paſs, when the 
had done curcumciſing of the people, that the 
abode ta their places in the Camp till they were 
whole : and the Lord ſaid unto Joſhua, T hs 
day have I renled away the Reproach of Egyp!

And eAbraham ſaid unto Gnd, Othat Ith- 


mael »ght live before thee, And thr after 
the Lord had changed his nametrom A- 
bram to Abraham, and Sarah's name from 
Sarah to Sarat, and had made hs Cove- 
nant with h:#2, and ſpoken to him as atore- 
ſaid. And David had an Abſolom, whom 
he cocketr'd much ,and unto whom hes ſon!

hs brother Amnon, and whom he ſuff:red 
to fit afterwards in the ga'e, and to ſteal a- 
way the hearts of the people : O that I were 
made fudge in the Land ( ſaid he to them

Abſolom ſaid moreover, Oh that 
I were made Judge in the Land, Cc. as afore- 
ſaid, And 1t was ſo that when any man cane 
nigh him to do him obeyſance, he put forth hs 
hand, ayd took him, and kifſed him + And 


0n this manner did Abſolom to all Iſrael that 
came tothe King for judgment ; ſo Abſolom 
ftole the hearts of the men of Iſrael ; and he 
made David. to flee out of Jeruſalem (the 
Son of his bowels) and followed after hins 
with hs Army of {ſrael ; and Davids chief 
Counſellowr, Achitophel ( whoſe word was 
as the Oracle of God ) Ss was the Counſel of 
Achitophel,whech he connſelled 11 thoſe dayes, 
as if a man had enquired at the Oracle of God, 
( read this, Friends, and ſee what's ne1r you 
to hurt yow, even in your boſoms, your fa. 
miliar friend. 1t was thou, a man (\aid Da- 
vid in hts deep diſtreſs, when he and Abſo- 
lom put him to it) mine equa!, my guide,and

Auc the wittery that day, was turned into 
mourning unto all the people ; for the people 
heard ſa) that day, how the King was grieved 
for his Son ; and the people got . ns by ſtealth 
that day.inty the Cuy, as people being aſh a-

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the King covered his face,” and the King cri- 
ed with a loud voice; O my Son Abſslom, O

2nto the houſe to the King, aud ſaid, T how haſt 
ſhamed this day the faces of all thy Servants, 
which this day have ſaved thy life, and the

Andthis 
was the tate of Abraham, and David ; and 
theſe things were Allegortes,and written for 
our Examples (as aforeſaid) that by theſe

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But theſe things were not. wrought at 
ence, or preſently, but after a /ong ſpace of 
time, When Abraham was crown old, and 
ſtricken in years, and had warted long for the 
Promiſe, an1 Sarai was paſt child-bearing, 
according to the manner of women ; then 
the enemy prevailed,and a Son was brought 
forth by the Bond-woman, ſomething like, of 
which, according to the fleſh, Avraham was 
the Father , and whom Sarah gave to A- 
brabsm', but Hagar Was its Mother, who 
Was the bond-woman.: And this -Son of the 
bond-woman,perſecuted the Son of the free- 
woman ( Iſaac the bery of the promiſe) but 
it Was ſome time firſt, It was thirteen years 
after 1{hmarl that .Jſaac was bon ; and 
when 1ſ/aac was lomewhat grown up, and 
weaned, then 1kmael perſecuted Iſaac, he 
mocked him, and Sarah ſaw it. The time 
was come that the So of the free-woman 
was to inherit, and the Son of the boud- 
woman to be caſt out ; and ths time: b2ing 
come, the Son of the boud-woman roſe a- 
eainſ{t the Sox of the free-woman, he mani- 
felted himſelf, and Sarah ſaw it, and ſhe 
could nor bear it; bat ſpake to Abraham : 
and :hs Lord ſaid unto Abraham, Let it not 
be grievous 19 thy fight, becauſe of the Lad, 
"xd becauſe of the Boad-woman ; in all that 
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Sarah hath ſaid unto thee, hearken unto ber 
voice ; for, in Iſaac ſhalt thy Seed be called ; 
for the Child grew, and was weaned, and A- 
braham made a great Feaſt the ſame day that 
Iſaac was weaned. And Sarah, ſaw the Son 
of Hagar the Epptyian, which ſhe had bore 
wntoAbraham, mocking, wherefore ſhe ſaid unto 
Abraham, Caſt out this Bond-woman and her 
Son ; for the Son of this bond-woman ſhall 
not be heir with my Son,even with Iſaac; and 
the thing WAS very grievous in Abraham's 
feght becauſe of his ſon, And what ſaith the 
Scripture (ſaith Paul) Caſt out the bond-wo- 
m1n and her ſon ; for the ſon of the bond-wo- 
man ( how tender io ever Abraham be of 
him) ſhall not be heir with the ſon of the free- 
woman, And it was a great While ere Ab- 
ſolom was grown up, and had ſo wrought as 
aforeſaid, and ſought the Kingdom. And 
the Prixce of this world is the ſame in this 
day, as then,and by /zttle and /irle he ſeeks 
to deceive ; and by /ittle and /ittle to get 
in, and-he chooſes him times and ſeaſons, 
and he nouriſhes his brood, and deceives the 
wr.derſtanding, through the careleſneſs of 
Friends, and their not watching to that 
which would diſcover him,with that which 
he hath b2gotten, and raiſeth an opinion 
in ſuch, or a thought of being that _ 
they 
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whey are not, and ag«:»ft that which is ; and 
by Pride and Envy, careleſneſs & negligence, 
following the World and Pleaſures , vailet 
them, and brings a cloud over their eye, and 
darkens that by which they ſhentd ſee ; and 
then with theſe things, he quickens that of 
his own begerting, Which riſes in ſ#ch as 
the rr#e ſeed, and it ſaith, [+ 15 the true ſeed, 
( which al this while lies under, and ſuf. 
fers)and riſes in ſ#ch againſt the true Seed, 
which ſoffers for the ſeed in them & others, 
and cannot endure it, nor to hear :t ſpeak 
in ſuch ( as ſ#ffer for the ſeed in them) if it 
can help:r; and if the Pride and Envy in 
fuch can but have a Gittle colour, ander 
which to ſhelter themſelves againſt choſe 
that they would have but equal to, or under 
themſelves, who yet are above them'in-the 
Seed of Ged , for the enemy muſt have ſome- 
thing to keep them up in the thoughts of 
themſelves, that they are ſomething, when it 
is not ſo, as they thinkgotherwiſe(he kyows) 
they might be jealous of their ſtate, and 
come to ſee how they are deceived : and 
as for theme that are above them (as ſuch 
judze) there he works, by 4ow1ng them un- 
der, 4-572 what ſhould be done,andby ma- 
king ther T.lols, that fo ſuch as they make 
Idols may uphold'them ; and if the Lord ar 
any 
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any time refreſh thew for his Seed ſake, 
oiving refreſhing unto it, out of h#« tender 


; Mercy, Which they cannet but feel, then 
| thx catcheth #t ; and what may be ſeer, ar 


ſpoken to, as to the ſeed in them, and raiſes 
them up the higher in an openion of themſelys,
